The Coal Measures, 


The geological volume of the last census 
contains some very interesting facts about the 
coal measures of the country, that we will 
endeavor to condense for the use of our 
readers, asking them to remember that con- 
densed statements are not spt to abound in 
wit or flights of fancy. 

The New Eugland coal basin covers 750 

square miles. There are eleven beds of this 
coal; which is used to advantage in some 
smelting furnaces; and the best of the beds 
are in Portsmouth, Rhode Island. 
The Anthracite basing in Pennsylvania 
constitute the most important coal district in 
the United States, and yet they cover only 
410 square miles. The measures are from 
2,000 to 3,000 feet thick, and the number of 
distinct beds varies from two to twenty-five, 
The maximum depth of coal is at Pottsville, 
207 feet, and the average depth is about 70 
feet. 


The great. Apalagbian field embraces an 


area of ish barnlia, chatty tom 
Pennsylvania to Alabama. The average 
thickness Of this bituminous deposit in 
Pen is forty feet; fo Maryland it 
cont of thirty-two beds in all — one 
of 14 feet, three of 6 feet each, and the 
others from one to five feet thick; in Vir- 
ginia there are twenty-four beds of coal, of 
which eleven have an aggregate of fifty-one 
feet in thickness; in Ohio, the coal consists 
of ten workable beds, corresponding in 
thickness to those of the Kenawha region; 
in Eastern Kentucky the area is 10,000 square 
miles; in®Tennessece, there are seven beds 
with a total thickness of fourteen feet. The 
beds of this State vary locally in their di- 
mensions, some of them being nine feet thick, 
but thinning out very rapidly. In Georgia, 
the area is represented by 170 equare miles; 
and in A a, by 9900 square miles, 

Tue Michigan basin has an area of 6,700 
square miles and eleven feet (maximum) of 
coal. In the center, the coal is the thickest, 
thinnipg out to nearly the thickness o! paper 
sound the edges. | 

The Illinois basin that extends into Indiana 
and Western Kentacky covers an area of 
51,700 square miles, with an average thick- 
news of about thirty feet, in about a dozen 
b ds. 

The Missouri basin extends from Iowa to 
Texas and is immense in extent. It covers 
25,000 square miles in Iowa, in beds of from 
eight feet to twenty inches in thickness; 
27,000 Square miles in Mi-souri, and 
17,000 in Kansas, the veins of which 
vary ‘from a few inches to six 
feet thick; in Arkansas, 12,000 square miles; 
in the Indian Territory, 13,600 square miles; 
and in Texas, 6,000 square miles, Estimating 
the coal area in Nebraska at 3,600 square 
miles, the total area of the great Missowi 
basin must be 104,600 square miles. 

Coal of the true carboniferous series has 
been found in Arizona. Besides these beds, 
coals of commercial importance have been 
found in Eastern Virginia and near the 
Union Pacifie Railway. They usually belong 
to the triassi¢ formation, which does not pre- 
vent them, it seems from making steam or 
throwiog ont heat generally. It ts no dig 
grace to belorg to the triassic fami'y, as we 
understand i'. 

We trust that we have stated enough facts 
to show that a coal famine is impossible in 
Georgia from un exhaustion of the coal 
measurts. We are digging fr a mine that
